Your Lordſhips 
have been inform'd, that theſe Neceſſary Means 
were the Subjects Reſiſtance to their unfortunate 
Prince then upon the Throne. Of this Reſiſtance 
the Doctor has made no mention in his Sermon: 
he has indeed affirm'd the utter Illegality of Re- 
fiſting the Supreme Power on any pretence what- 
foevyer 3 but it cannot be pretended there was any 
fach Reſiftance in the Revolution. The' Supreme 
Power is the Legiſlative Power: and the Revolu- 
tion took effect by the Lords and Commons con- 
curring in it. Whatever therefore the Doctor 
has aſſerted of the utter Illegality of Reſiſtance, 
his Aﬀertion being apply'd to the Supreme Power, 
cannot relate to any Reſiſtance us'd at the Revo- 
lution, nor be an Affirmance that ſuch Reſiſtance 
was odious and unjuſtifiable.

But this was urg'd to avoid 
the ſtrange Inconſiſtency, in concluding that the 
Doctor was endeavouring to undermine the Go- 
vernment, by —_— up the utter Illegality of 
reſiſting it.

Terms than it has been aſſerted by the Doctor. 
In that glorious Reign the 39 Articles of our Re- 
ligion were agreed on by the Archbiſhops and 
Biſhops of both Provinces, and the Clergy in 
Convocation; by the 35th of which the Homilys 
are declar'd to contain a Godly and Wholeſom Doctrine, 
and order'd to be read in Churches. And in the 
Izth Year of that Reign, every Perſon admitted

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end. On theſe Authoritys

Governments, That no . Innovation whatſoever ſhould be 
allanꝰd in the fundamental Conſtitut ion of any State, 
wit bout a very preſſing, nay unavoidable Neceſſity for 
it. In theſe words there is a plain Exception 


made, whenever the Caſe of an unavoidable Ne- 


ceſſity ſhall happen. No body will deny the Re- 


volution to have been ſuch an unavoidable Caſe, 


and of neceffity, and what cannot be reflected on 
but with great ſatisfaction and thanks to God for 
bringing it about. But. it ſeems ſtrange, that this 
Exception ſhould ftand ſo clear and full in the very 
front. of that Paragraph from which the l-arned 


Managers have chiefly drawn this Accuſation, and 


yet never be once taken notice of by them. Paſ- 
ſages at much greater diſtance have been con- 
nefted together, in order to accuſe him: and 
there can be no reaſor given, why the ſubſequent

Then Sir Simon Harcourt deſir'd the Lords to take 
notice of a difference between the Managers and 
the Counſel for the Doctor ©: they (ſaid he) deſire 
you to take their words in every thing; we beg 
your Lordſhips to take our words in nothing, but 
give us leave to lay before you the Teſtimonys for 
every thing we have open'd. The firft Evidence 
we deſire to read, is ſome godly and wholeſom 
Doctrine contain'd in the Homilys, which we have 
collected by a Perſon who is ready to. (wear to 
them; ſubmitting it to your Lordſhips, whether it 
ſhall be read out of the Writing, or that the Books 
themſelves ſhall be produc'd in Court. Mr. Dodd 
| likewiſe made the ſame offer: Whereupon Mr. 
Trap was ſworn, and the Lord Chancellor then 
faid, that if they would offer any thing in Evi- 
dence, they muſt take the ſame method that the 
Managers did; it muſt be prov'd, deliver'd in at 
the Table and there read. Per wp 
Sir 7oſeph Fekyl ſaid, they had given the Coun- 
ſel for the Priſoner no diſturbance, that the Tryal

_ (ſaid he) every body muft think we have reaſon to 
object to ſome things that have been ſaid. What 
they are going to do, we think proper to delibe-

Lordſhips Bar: when Silence being made, 

Sir Joſeph Fekyl acquainted: the Lords, that the 
Managers withdrew to conſider of ſome Expreſ- 
fions that fell from the Doctor's Counſel, and of 


the Evidence they had offer'd to produce. As for

As for all the ome e have been read 
out of Divines before the Revolution in favour 
of Non-Reſiſtance, it may be obſerv'd that their 
Reaſons reach only ſo far as when the Miſchief is 
not univerſal ; or if it be univerſal; yet where it 
is tolerable, and not ſa- miſchievous as à Civil 
War. How candid the Doctor's Collections have 
been, may de ſeen by the Quotation out of the 
Bp of Saluburys Book, where there is an' expreſs 
Exception of the Cafe of fubverting Fundamen- 
tals. - But (ſaid he) your Lordſhips may ſee the 
fame Candour ſhining out in ſeveral Paſſages; of 
the Doctor's Sermon with reſpect to that Reve- 
rend Prelate; whoſe Services before and at the 
Revolution will never be forgotten by one part of 
the Nation, nox forgiten by another..

rors. The ſame Motto was put on K. James I's 


Coin in Scotland during his Minority, and never 
call'd in. The primitive Chriſtians had no Laws 


for them, but many againſt them; ſo that their 
patient Suffer ing according to the Laws of the 
Empire, was agreeable to the Doctrine of the 
Apoſtles. But when they came to have Laws on 
their ſide, they claim'd the benefit of em when 


invaded; which occaſion'd Tumults in many Ci-

I Come now to give you the Proceedings againſt 
] the Doctor on the ſecond Article concerning 
Toleration; as to which Mr. Lechmere, in opening 
the Cauſe, ſpake to this effect, viz. That the 
Commons eſteem the Toleration of Proteftint 
Diſſenters one of the earlieſt and happieſt Effects 
WI of the late Revolution, wiſely calculated for the 
= = Support of the Proteſtant Intereft, the great end 
T8 of the Revolution it ſelf, They remember with 
the higheſt Gratitude her Majeſty's royal Reſo- 
lution declar'd from the Throne, to preſerve it 
' anviolably. And it appears to them from their 
own Journals of a Conference between both Hou- 
ſes on occaſion of the Bill againft Occaſiomal Con- 
 formity (not meant to enlarge the Libertys of Pro · 
— = teſtant 
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the Mair of Dr. Sacheverel. 5 
teſtant Diſſenters) that the Perſecution of Pro- 
teſtants is, in the Preamble of that Bill, declar'd 
to be contrary to the Chriſtian Religion and the Doctrine 


of the Church of England, and that the 44 of Tole- 


ration ought to be kept inviolably. The Commons 
find no exception then taken by your Lordſhips to 
that Declaration, but many Expreſſions from both 
Houſes extolling the Policy and good Effects of 
that Law. Your Lordſhips will perceive from 
the Evidence many plain Declarations of the Pri- 
ſoner, which make good this Article; but as a 
farther Evidence, he moſt ſhamefully arraigns the 
Memory of a Prelate eminent for his Zeal to the 
Proteſtant Religion, for his compaſſionate Inter- 
ceſſions with Q Elizabeth in favour of Diſſenting 
Proteſtants 3 a Reflection plainly meant to caft an 
dium on the Act of Toleration, and on the pre- 


ſent Fathers of the Church, ſo eminent for their 


Charity and Moderation: and from his Applauſes 
of the Severitys ſhewn by that Queen, he illuſ- 
trates the Calumny he has thrown on her preſent 
Majeſty, and her Approbation of the Toleration. 
Your Lordſhips will conſider the Malignity of Ex- 
preſſions meant to condemn ſo good a Law now 
ſtanding in its full force, and to encourage the 
Unchriſtian Principles of Perſecution. The lat- 
ter part of the ' ſecond Article is founded on the 
legal Supremacy of the Government in Matters 


Eccleſiaſtical ; by which all Eccleſiaftical juriſ- 


diction, by antient Laws, is ſubjected to the Civil 
Power. The Doctor has ſtruck at this eſſential 
part of our Conſtitution; for after having per- 
ſaaded the Superior Paſtors of the Church to 
thunder out their Anathema's againſt Proteſtant 
Diſſe ters, he defies any earthly Power to reverſe ſuch 
Sentences. The re m_ the legal-Supremacy of

and the Abuſe of that Power, to the apparent 
Danger of the Church of England, in the late 

_ illegal Eccleſiaftical Commiſſion, remains con- 
_ demn'd by the Bill of Rights. But the Commons 
obſerve, that the independent Juriſdiftion of the 
Church, or of Eccleſiaſtical Judges, which is the 
Doctrine advanc'd by the Priſoner, is not leſs dan- 
gerous: it ſtands in utter defiance to MagnaiChar- 
ta, and the Laws of the Land; tis deſtructive to 
the legal Supremacy, contrary to the Principles 
of the Reformation, and the Doctrine and In- 
tereſt of the Church of England, of which he is 
a Member. The Commons are ſtrengthen'd in 
their Concern for the legal Supremacy, by her 
Ma jeſty's Letter to his Grace of Canterbury, Febr. 
25. 1705. for proroguing the Convocation; where 
the declares her Reſolution to preſerve the Supre- 
macy, as being a fundamental part of the Con- 
ſtitution. JJ 
Sir Peter King, to make good the ſecond Article, 
fpake to this effect: It is well known that great 
Severitys had been formerly us'd againſt Proteſtant 
Diſſenters, which were fomented by Popiſh Pra 
tices in order to divide us, and thereby weaken 
the common Proteſta nt Intereſt, and particularly 
that of the Church of England. This the whole 
Church of England ſaw in the Reign of the late 
King Fames, when Popery was coming in .as a 
flood; and then they univerſally profeſs'd theft 
readineſs to ſhew all manner of Tenderneſs to 
other Proteſtants when it ſhould be in their power 
to de it. The ſeven Biſhops, who made ſo noble 
a ſtand for the Libertys of the Church and King- 
dom, did in their Petition to K. James declare, 
That their not reading the Declaration for Liber- 
© ty of Conſcience was not for want of due. Tender- 
neſs to Diffenters, with whom they were willing to 
| come 
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that matter might be ſettled in Parliament and 
England it muſt be remember'd, that when the Re. 


volution was effected, they were as good as their 


word; and an Act paſs'd in the firſt Lear of their 
late Majeſtys, for exempting their Proteſtant Subjets 
diſſenting fron the Church of England from the Pe- 
naltys of certain Laws. This is commonly call'd 
the A# of Toleration, and Was confirm'd by another 
Act made inthe ſucceeding Parliament. And as 


this Act is agreeable in it ſelf to the Profeſſion 


of the Chriſtian Religion, and particularly to the 
Doctrine of the Church of England; ſo * been 


found ſo much for the Honour of the Kingdom, 


and the Credit of the Church, that her Majeſty 


has been pleas'd to declare from the Throne her 
-Intention inviolably to maintain it, and both 
Houſes of Parliament have done the ſame in the 


moſt ſolemn manner. This being then .not only 
a poſitive. Law, but a beneficial one to the Church 


in particular, as well as to the Proteſtant Intereſt 


in general; it very ill became any private Perſon 


to endeavour to bring that Law, by any publick 


Diſcourſe, into contempt or diſeredit.

As to the firft general Charge in this Article, 
That he maintains the Toleration to be unrea- 
fonable and unwarrantable, his Anſwer is, That 
on the moſt diligent Enquiry he has not been able 
to inform himſelf that a Toleration has been 
. granted by Law; but admits, that.an Ad did paſs 
for exempting their Majeſtys Proteſtant Subjects 
diſſenting from the Church of England from t he 
Penaltys of certain Laws: which Exemption he 
does not maintain to be unreaſonable: or unwar- 
rantable; but hopes he had prevented any ſuch 
Miſapprehenfion, by declaring he intended not to 
.caft the leaſt invidious Reflection on that Indul- 
gence which the Government had given. Tis 
"Hard to be ſerious in giving a Reply to this part 
of his Anſwer, viz. That he cannot inform him- 
"ſelf that a Toleration has been granted by Law. 
Tis true, the word Toleratian is not mention'd in 
the AR, neither is the word Indulgence ; but every 
body knows that the Exemption there granted is 
commonly call'd the Toleration, and the Act it ſelf 
the Toleration- Act. What is the Intent of that AR, 
but to tolerate and allow Perſons qualify'd: by that 
Act to exerciſe their Religion notwithſtanding 
penal Laws to the contrary ? | Toleration is a word 
of leſs import than Indulgence ; tis à bare per- 
miſſion and Allowance. And this word has gain'd 
ſuch a fix'd Signification, that whenever it is men- 
tion'd, there is no doubt what is meant by it. It 
is now become a Word of Art, not only us'd in 
' common Converſation, but even in the moſt pub 
lick Acts of State. The Exemption then granted 
is call'd the Toleration. Did not her Majeſty in her 
Speech to hoth Houſes in 1705. declare ſhe would 
 javiolably maintain the Toeration ? Did not bot 
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Houſes, in their Addreſſes for that moſt gracious 


Speech, expreſs their deep Satisfaction in her Ma- 
jeſty's Reſolution? In the Conferences between 
the Lords and Commons about the Bill to prevent 

Occaſional Conformity, 1702. is not the Act of 
1 Will. & Mary calld the Toleration-4& ? It ſeems 
ſtrange then the Doctor ſhould not know that a 
Toleration had been granted by Law, And it is 
more ſtrange-yet, when he himſelf, in this very 
Sermon, calF& the Indulgence granted by that Act, 
the Toler gion. In Pag. 14. where he is complaining 
of Balſe Brethren, by whom Atheiſm, Deiſm, and 
many other wicked Principles are taught, he con- 
cludes thus: Certainly the Toleration was never inten- 
ded to indulge and cheriſh ſuch Monſiers and Vipers in our 
boſom. P. 19. ſpeaking of the Diſſenters, he ſays, 
They juſtle the Church out of ber Eſtabliſhment, by hoifting 
their Toleration into its place. So that 'tis pla in, 
when he preach'd this Sermon, he knew very weil 
that the Indulgence granted 1 W. & A. was com- 
monly, call'd the Tolerafion. And this Toleratioir is 
what the Commons ſay he maintains to be unrea - 
ſonable; and the Allowance of it unwarrantable. 


This is what I am now to prove. But I muſt do 


the Doctor juſtice to own, that in his Sermon at 
St. Paul's he ufes the words refer'd to by him in 
his Anſwer ; I would not here. be miſunderſtood (ſaid

© tious People, c.“ Now what can all this mean, 
but to inflame the Government againſt the Diſ- 
ſenters? What cou'd be more to this - pur poſe, 

than to recommend it as a noble Reſolution and : 

' pious Zeal in Q. Elicabeth utterly to ſupprefs the 
Hifſencers ? And if it be follow'd, the Legiſlature 
muſt ſuppreſs, the Toleration-Act. And what 
cou'd be ſaid more contrary to that Act, than to 
recommend the Severitys, us'd by Q. Elizabeth, as 
wholeſom in themſelves, and of happy confe- 
quence to the Perſon and Government of that 
renown'd Queen? If there was not a neceſſity for 
it (ſa id he) on this occaſion, I wou'd not mention 
what thoſe wholeſom Severitys were, but rather 
caſt a Veil over that part of the Reign of. that 
great and glorious Queen.

For the Archbiſhop's Life and Doctrine, he was 
one of the moſt conſiderable Prelates of that 
time. *Tis true, he was one of . thoſe who incou- 
rag'd the Meetings of the Clergy call'd Prophe- 
ſyings, which were Exerciſes they, us'd to im- 
prove one another; and ſome; of the beft Biſhops 
concur'd with him therein. In his- younger. days 
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At his coming home, in the Ry of Q. Eli 
zabeth's Reign, he had a great hand in preparing 
the Liturgy 3 and the firft time the Englifh Ser- 
 vice-Book was read at &.

But if 
you give this Turn to it, it alters the Doctor's 
Senſe ; for he is not ſpeaking of matters of Faith 
in edntradiſtinction to matters of Diſcipline, hut 
in general of the Articles of our Church, Wheever- 
innovates or alters, &c.

*rwas anſwer'd, that this does not ſuggeſt Tolera. 


tion to be unreaſonable, but it is rather a Com- 


mendation of the Toleration, becauſe it ſhews it 
cou'd not do the Church any hurt, it. cou'd not 
pull down the Church, and therefore they have 
ound out the more peſtilent way of Moderation. 


But all that can be collected from hence, is, that 
Toleration is a leſs ſucceſsful Evil than Modera- 


tion; and therefore to repreſent Toleration as 


doing open violence to the Church, is an undue 


Refle&ion on the Fathers of the Church, and on. 
that Parliament who granted that Toleration, as

of thoſe Characters are to be united, in any A 
one Perſon, to make him a falſe Brother. It was 


alſo anſwer'd, that in the Act of Indulgence there 


were many Reſtrictions, that therefore this Paſ- 


fage muſt be underſtood of tolerating ſuch as are 
not qualify'd by the Act. But what Foundation 


is there for this Anſwer in the Paſſage it ſelf? 
An univerſal indefinite Propoſition includes all 


manner of Toleration ; if he had meant it in 


this reſtrain'd Senſe, he ſhou'd, have exprefs'd 


himſelf, that he who defends Toleration, except 
fuch as is allow'd by Law, is a falſe Brother.

Our Hiſtorian, Fuller, after reciting a long Letter 
from Grjndallto the Queen, concludes thus; Alas! 
all in vain; Leiceſer had ſo fill'd her Majeſty's 
Ears with Complaints againſt him, there was no 


: room to receive his Petition. Indeed Leiceſter. 
* caſt a cqwetom Eye on Lambeth Houſe, alledging as- 
: good. Arguments for obtaining it. as were urged by Ahab 


for Naboth's Vineyard: Now Grindall, tho generally 
condemn d for -remiſsne(s in this kind\( parting with more 
from bis See than ever his Succeſſors tbank d him for 
ſtoutly oppoi'd the. alienating of this . bis principal Pa- 
late, and made the Leiceftrian Party to malice him. 
And as for the other Cauſe of his Proſecution, 
which was. his Severity. to Julio, tis taken notice 
of by this Author, Camden, and others, So that 
the. true ſecret Reaſon: of Grindaſfs Diſgrace was 
not for tolerating the Genevian Diſcipline; and. 
it wou'd be a Paradox that Leiceſter, who was the 
great Patron of the Puritans, ſhou'd-run down this 
Archbiſhop for encouraging of Puritaniſm. But 
* without conſidering the latent Cauſes of his Diſ- 
Ky grace, do the Letters they have-produc'd, prove 
8 that he ſuffer'd for deluding the Queen to tole- 
rate t he Cenevian Diſcipline? Thoſe Propheſyings 
e which diſpleas'd the Queen: were, not Conventi- 
cles or Aſſemblys of Puritans, but Meetings f

ner was this: The Miniſters within each Arch-

"appointed did preſide: then every Miniſter ſuc- 
ceſſively, the youngeſt ſtill beginning, did handle 
ſome Text of Scripture, 8 the Senſe of 
the Place, the Projriety of the Words, the Di- 
verſity of Interpretations, the Virtues injoin'd, 
and the Vices prohibited; no Layman was ſuf- 
fer'd to ſpeak, nor any Clergyman, unleſs licens'd 
by the Biſhop: This continued about two Hours, 
and then the Concluſion was with a Prayer for 
the Queen and all Eftates, and a Pſalm. Now 
if this was the Genevian Diſcipline, the Queen 
wou'd not be cluded by him; and becauſe he 
wou'd not ſuppreſs theſe Exerciſes, ſhe ſuſpen- 
ded him. As to the Letter, becaufe- tis ſaid the 

Archbiſhop owned his Crime, how does he do 
it? I cannot deny, ſays he, but that I have been com- 
manded by the Queen, and divers of your Lordſhips, to 
ſuppreſs thoſe Exerciſes within my Province; but I do ( 
profeſs before God, the Fudg of all Hearts, that I did 

nt of any Stubbornneſs or Witfulneſs refuſe, but only 
upon Conſcience, And how did he behave himſelf 

under this? Whereas, ſays he, I have ſuſtain d the 
Reſtraint of my Liberty, and Sequeſtrat ion of my Juriſ- 
 diftion, for ſix Months, I am ſo far from repining at 
it, that I freely acknowlede her Princely Clemency to- 
wards me, who having Authority to have uſed greater 
Severity, hath dealt fo mercifully with me. TA 
What Language more becoming a great Pre- 
late cou'd be uſed ? he patiently yields to her 

_ Majefty's Authority, neither murmuring nor ob- 
frinate : but there being a ſuperiour Obligation 
of Conſcience, he ſubmits to its Dictates with: 
Patience. Is there any thing in this that looks 
like giving up the Intereſts of the Church? Not 
only this good Archbiſhop, but ſeveral others of 

the beſt Biſhops then had thoſe Exerciſes in their

Diocefes, and concur'd with him in encouraging, 
them: And can it be thought that thoſe Biſhops, 
who were Exiles in Q. Mary's time, and were after 
the happy and glorious Inſtruments, under God, 
in ſetling the Liturgy and the Articles of the 
Church, were for giving up the Eſtabliſhment 
of the Church, by introducing that which is.now 
call'd the Genevian Diſcipline ? But thoſe Biſhops 
then thought it wasa likely way to make an ho- 
neſt, learned and laborious Clergy. . Is there 
any occaſion from this to call him, a perfidious 
Prelate? A perfidious Man is he who violates 
his Conſcience to ſerve a temporal end: but he 
choſe to loſe the ons Favour rather than 
part with a. good Conſcience. I never found that 
ABp Grindall was ſpoken hard of by any Engliſh 
Divine of Credit till the time of ABp Lud; but 
he was always looked upon-as a Principal Father. 
of the Reformation of the Church before that 


But tis time to come to the main Point, whe- 
ther the Doctor's Repreſentation of ABp Grindall 
as a falſe Son of the Church and a perfidious Pre- 
late 3 and whether his Commendation of Q. Eli- 
zabeth for ſuppreſſing Diſſenters by wholefom Se- 
veritys, be a Condemnation of the preſent To- 
leration. The Doctor's Council ſay, that Schiſm

My Lords (ſays Sir Peter) ſuppoſe the Fat to 
be true, then the Juſtice of the preſent. Tolera- 
tion depends only on the number of the Diſſen- 
ters; which when it ſhall be lefſen'd they are to be 
cruſh'd, and the wholeſom Severitys are to be re- 
newed, notwithſtanding. the Preamble to the Bill 
to prevent Occaſional Conformity, which ſays, 
That Perſecution for Conſcience ſake is directly contrary.

and in duty to her Majeſty, to ſecure the Peace of 
the Kingdom, and to di ſa ppoint the Deſigns of its 
Enemys, both Houſes came to the Reſolution ſet 
forth in the Articles of Impeachment. That Par: 
liament proceeded in this and other matters with 
fo much Vigour and Prudence, that in leſs than 
fix weeks her Majeſty took notice that their Pro- 
ceedings had a good effect all over Europe. And at 
the concluſion of the Seſſion, ſhe with great Good- 
neſs declar'd her pleaſure in obſerving their Una- 
nimity and Zeal throughout the whole Seſſion a- 
gainſt every thing tending to Sedition. It was 
this Parliament that ſo cheerfully concur'd with 
her Majeſty in compleating the Union of the two 
Kingdoms: and the Gentlemen who compos'd — 

e 3 ar- 
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Parliament, * by the Repreſentative of the 
other part of the United Kingdom, did readily 
and unanimouſly affift her Majeſty in diſappointing 


the Attempt of the Pretender to her Crown, 


whole chief Dependance was in the reſtleſs and 


arbitrary Principles of fome who are ill. affected 


to their Country. And is there any ground to 
compare the dutiful Proczedings of ſuch a Parlia- 
ment with what was done in thoſe unhappy times, 


with which he wou'd maliciouſly draw a Parallel? 


'Tis impoſſible to find Any refemblance between 
her Majeſty's glorious Reign and that unfortunate 
Adminiſtration, unleſs that there were then and 
now Miniſters of the Church, who -by their Function be- 
ing Meſſengers of Peace, ſet up to he Trumpeters of Se- 
dition, and Incendiarys to Rebellion. But the Commons 
hope the Period is now come, when even this Re- 
ſemblance ſhall have its determination: for they 
rely on your ] ordſhips Juftice to inflict ſuch an ex- 
emplary Puniſhment on this Offender, as may de- 
ter others from endeavouring to diftratt the King- 
dom with ſuch groundleſs jealouſies for the future. 

Lord: Coningsby ſaid, that the Doctor's whole Ser- 


mon was one falſe and ſeditious Aſſe rtion, That 


the Church of England was, under the laſt Reign, 
and is under the preſent, in the utmoſt danger. 
The Proclamation mention'd was a warning to 
ſuchIncendiarys as the Criminal, not to trumpet 
among the People ſeditious Suggeſtions; and 


ſheins that this Offence was committed in defiance © 


of her Majeſty; your Lordſhip, and the Commons, 
I ſhall only, ſays he, lay before your Lordſhips 
thoſe pernicious Deſigns which the Doctor inten- 
ded to cover by his preaching, and publiſhing not 
only round this Kingdom, but amongft his Friends 
on the other ſide the Water, this rebellious Diſ- 
courſe.

Church (the Doctor's I mean) tho in pretence 
Proteſtant, that will ſoon be ready to be turn'd 
into a Monſter, by adding to it ſelf a Popiſh Head, 

A Church, that will deſtroy all that brought a- 
bout, and have ſince ſupported the happy Revo- 
lution. A Church, which upon Antichriſtian 
Principles profeſſes burning for Conſcience-ſake; 
which the Doctor, like thoſe wicked Men whoſe 
Mercys are cruel, calls wholeſom Severitys. A 
Church, that will turn all the Bleſſings we enjoy 
under the .preſent Adminiſtration, into all thoſe 
 Miſerys we got rid of by the late glorious Revo- 
-Jucion. I can't therefore doubt, but out of Duty 

to the beſt of Queens, in Juſtice to your felves 
and the Commons, your Lordſhips will deter o- 
thers from ever being guilty of the like Offence.

new: Neither has her Majeſty's peculiar Piety 
and Zeal prevented many Inſtances of Profane- 


neſs and Irreligion under her happy. Adminiftra. 
tion. But no Inference can be hence made, as if

The avow'd Deſign of this Sermon (ſaid the 
Serjeant) is to repreſent the extreme Perils of 
the Church and Conſtitution from falſe Brethren 
that are in the Adminiſtration, and countenanc'd 
by it. He repreſents the Church under min'd, de- 
ſerted, betray'd, perſecuted, and bleeding of her 
Wounds ; and the Nation ſunk into the loweft 
degree of Corruption, over-run with Atheiſts, 
Deiſts, Socinians, Hypocrites, Villains, Rebels, 
T raitors, Correſpondents with the Devil: the 

| TY: Govern- 
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Government ſo far from applying a Remedy, that 
all this is done openly, with impunity, and without 
diſcouragement. Nay, the Perſons from whom 
theſe Miſchiets ariſe, are ſuffer'd to form them- 
ſelves into Seminarys, to propagate Atheiſm and 
other heiliſh Principles, and Places are given em 


an. the Reward of their Treachery ; they engroſs all 


Places, are Perſons of Characters and Stations, nay, 
they are Chief. Nor is this done in any Repre- 
ſentation, to thoſe who by making new Laws, or 
executing the old, might regularly cure theſe 
Miſchiefs; but in a popular Harangue from the 
Pulpit, with all Malice, Reviling and Bitterneſs; 
ſtriving to raiſe in his Auditors the Paſſions him- 
ſelf puts on; and pointing out (as far as he 
dared) to Arms and Violence for a Cure; and 

15. of 


his Sermon he aſſerts, that theſe falſe Brethren 
betray in themſelves, and. encourage, and put it in the 


power of our profeſs'd Enemys to vuerturn and deſtroy 


the Conſlitution, This is affirm'd of falſe Brethren 


in general, and runs thro the whole Diſcourſe ; 


and muſt be. apply'd to every ſort of falſe Bre- 


thren : ſo that if there be any Perſons of Cha- 
raters and Stations amongſt his falſe Brethren, 
he has affirm'd this Character of them. To this 
purpoſe. he ſpeaks, pag. 21, 22. What a vaSt Scan- 
dal muſt it be to all Perſoris of Piety and Integrity, to 


ſee Men of Characters and Stations this ſhift and pre- 
Laricate with their Principles, and ſtarting from their 
Religion upon any difficulty or tryal, and like the Diſciples 


flying from and forſaking our Saviour when his Life lay 


at flake Jo ſee Mens Opinions fit as looſe almost as 
their Garments, to be put on or off for convenience; 


what can unwary Perfons conclude from this Tergiver-

The charging 
them with being falſe Brethren has been a fault, 
as that is a Term of Reproach, which carries 
juſt as much Malignity as he pleaſes, even to 
fomething analogous to the Sin. againft the 
Holy Ghoſt, and rendring them the worft of 
Demons; but the ſtreſs of this Accuſation is the 
Treachery they are charg'd with as falſe Brethren.

that we may be one Fold under one Shepherd. As to 
raiſing groundleſs Fears and Jealouſys, the Doc- 
tor rebukes them that do it; and has on ſeveral 
occaſions ſeverely cenſur'dit. As to ſtirring up 
the Subjects to Arms and Violence, he abhors it, 
and there is not one Paſſage that tends thereunto, 
but throughout all his Sermon he aſſerts the Doc- 
trine of Non- Reſiſtance. | 5 
As to bis perverting ſeveral Texts of Scrip- 
ture, he thinks it hard, when he cites Scripture 
az2inſt Vice and Immorality, that by a Con- 
ſtruction, in prejudice: to the Preacher, thoſe 
Texts ſhou'd be ſaid to be apply'd to. particular 
Perſons. The Story of the Prophet in 2 King. 6. 
as printed in the Doctor's Sermon, is — 
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dut the two Reflections made on it are unnatu- 
ral, and not credible. The firſt was, that he 
had it by Hearſay and had not read it. Surely 
a Doctor in Divinity, who has ſtudy'd above 


© twenty years in the Univerſity, and always kept. 


conſtantly to the Church, muſt have read the
